Mr. Laidlaw testifies in h is suit for dam­ 
ages against th at great financial pillar, 
th at at th e eventful moment wh en 
dy namiter Norcross was preparing to 
blow Mr. Sage's h ead off, h e, Laidlaw, 
entered th e millionaire's office on busi­ 
ness. 
Much to h is surprise, for h e was 
only a h umble bank clerk, dreaming 
perh aps of being a millionaire h imself 
in th e far future, Mr. Sage grasped h is 
h and effusively and h eld it vigorously . 
Not only th at, bnt be seised Mr. Laid­ 
law by th e sh oulder and wh opped h im 
around between h imself and th e dy na­ 
miter in th e twinkling of an eye. Th us 
Mr. Laidlaw was h eld face to face with 
th e magnate, wh ile h is back caugh t th e 
dy namite th at was meant for Saga 
Th us h e h ad th e proud privilege of be­ 
ing th e great man's breastplate and 
sh ield. 
But instead of being glad th at 
h e was enabled to gave to th e finan­ 
cial world so great a power a* Mr. Rus­ 
sel Sage, Laidlaw uow even wants 
damages for th us being involuntarily 
made a great h ero and preserver.

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Boy Criminals. 
A French writer on sociological topics 
calls attention to th e fact th at th e most 
desperate criminals are now boy s and 
y oung fellows under twenty -five. 
Up 
to fifteen y ears ago th e assassin was 
usually a man full grown; in many cases 
h e was almost middle aged. 
Now th e 
tough s, th e gangs, th e h uman wild 
beasts th at terrorize neigh borh oods and 
certain districts in cities are from four­ 
teen y ears old up to twenty -two. Th e 
boy criminals committed for bold th efts 
and bloody deeds are notable in prisons 
and 
reformatories. 
Th ey seem born 
murderers and monsters. 
In th e words 
of a y ontb of seventeen, wh o tried to 
kill h is benefactress in France: “I would 
kill, steal, murder and do all th e h arm 1 
can. 
1 h ave alway s h ad a desire to kill 
some one, and it would be a deligh t to 
me to cut off people’s h eads.” 
Th e French writer attributes th is 
y outh fnl outbreak of crime to inh erited 
tendencies derived from parents ad­ 
dicted to drunkenness. Th e actual state 
in wh ich th e lower classes of Paris live 
in respect to alcoh olism is depicted well 
enough in Zola’s powerful but unpleas­ 
ant novels. 
Alcoh olism develops th e 
fiercer passions and appetite« in men. 
Confirmed inebriates transmit th eir in­ 
flamed tempers and evil ¡tassions to 
th eir ch ildren, h ence th e latter are bora 
th ieves aud murderers. Th e temporary 
insanity of drunkenue:-» is transmitted 
and made permanent in th e same way , 
according to th e French writer. 
Th ere 
is now twice as much alcoh olic insanity 
as th ere was fifteen y ears tigo. 
Th is is 
true of France. 
It is to be h oped it is 
not quite so bad in th e United States, 
alth ough we h ave no statistics to sh ow 
th e actual facts. 
Th is much , h owever, is as true for th e 
United States as for France. Th e most 
desperate criminal*, apparently bora so, 
are now boy s and y oung men. 


M a n y M il l io n c d . 
It h as been supposed th at W. W. As­ 
tor was th e rich est man in th is country*. 
A writer in th e New York Herald, h ow­ 
ever, puts Joh n D. Rockefeller ah ead, 
with a fortune of $ 125,000,000. It may 
be remarked in passing th at Mr. Rocke­ 
feller is not only th e rich est, but judg­ 
ing from h is portrait in Th e Herald, th e 
best looking of th e great millionaires of 
th e American republic. 
Th o second 
rich est man is Astor, with $ 120,000,000, 
wh ile if Norcross, th e dy namite crank, 
h ad succeeded in h is design on Mr. Rus­ 
sell Sage, be would h ave scattered 
abroad th e fragments of th o th ird rich ­ 
est man in th e Union and th e possessor 
of $ 90,000,000. 
Th e last figuring puts th e capital in­ 
vested in business in th is great and 
growing 
country 
at $ 50,000,000,000. 
Th ere are seventeen persona living in 
New York city wh ose possessions amount 
to $ 1,000,000,000, and it may be men­ 
tioned th at th ree-fourth s of th e rich est 
men in th o country live in New York. 
Many made th eir fortunes in th e west, 
h owever, and went to New York to in­ 
crease and spend th em at th e same time, 
60 th at th e great wealth of New York 
represents millions and even billions 
gath ered up in th e west. 
Th e rich est woman in h er own righ t 
in th e country is probably Hetty Green, 
th e owner of certainly not less th an $ 40,- 
000,000, made ch iefly “by h er own exer­ 
tions." At th e rate Hetty is still saving 
h er h onest pennies, if sh e lives long 
enough sh e will y et rank among th e 
h undred millionaires. 
It is asserted th at th ero are 70 men 
in our plain and simple republic th at 
are worth on an averago $ 37,500,000 
apiece. Th ere are 150 worth over $ 20,- 
OOC.OOO each . Among owners of th e 
cloth mills of New England alone are 
30 men with fortunes of from $ 5,000,- 
000 to $ 40,000,000 apiece. As to th e 
men worth one to th ree millions, th ere 
are so many scattered over th e land th at 
th e number cannot be calculated. 
Yet 
even twenty -five y ears ago a fortune of 
a 
million was considered larger th an one of 
ten millions is today . Our ideas enlarge 
along with our wealth . A notable point 
is th e immense fortunes th at belong in 
California. Th e many millioned men in 
Ch icago come next to th ose of New 
York in number. 
One is surprised 
finally to find h ow many persons worth 
two millions and over th ere are in De­ 
troit and in Mich igan generally . 
nraairs Wonderful Centenarian. 
Sonth American newspapers can tarn out 
as good y arns as any for wh ich th e gifted 
editors of th e United States are sometimes 
responsible. 
A Brazilian contemporary 
tells of a man living at Sso Paulo wh o is 
considerably over a h undred y ears old and 
wh o is growing y oung again. He h as re­ 
cently grown a new set of teeth , and h is 
h air, wh ich h ad turned gray , is now almost 
black again. He is in active business as a 
h orse trader, and occwioodly h e rides over 
ten leagues in a day . He h as been married 
th ree timea, is now a widower and is quits 
wealth y . Th e paper casually remarks in 
th e course of its story th at th « old man 
suffered greatly at one time with a tumor, 
“but th is was cured by being gored by 
an ox."

Boy Criminals. 
A French w riter on sociological topics 
calls attention to the fact that the most 
desperate criminals are now boys and 
young fellows under twenty-five. 
Up 
to fifteen years ago the assassin was 
usually a man full grown; in many cases 
he was almost middle aged. 
Now the 
toughs, the gangs, the human wild 
beasts that terrorize neighborhoods and 
certain districts in cities are from four­ 
teen years old up to twenty-two. 
The 
boy criminals committed for bold thefts 
and bloody deeds are notable in prisons 
and 
reformatories. 
They seem born 
murderers and monsters. 
In the words 
of a youth of seventeen, who tried to 
kill his benefactress in France: “ I would 
kill, steal, murder and do all the harm I 
can. 
I have always had a desire to kill 
some one, and it would be a delight to 
me to cut off people's heads." 
The French writer attributes this 
youthful outbreak of crime to inherited 
tendencies derived from parents ad­ 
dicted to drunkenness. The actual state 
in which the lower classes of Paris live 
in respect to alcoholism is depicted well 
enough in Zola’s powerful but unpleas­ 
ant novels. 
Alcoholism develops the 
fiercer passions and appetites in men. 
Confirmed insulin tea transm it their in­ 
flamed tempers and evil passions to 
their children, hence the latter are born 
thieves and murderers. 
The temporary 
insanity of drunkenness is transmitted 
and made permanent in tho same way, 
according to the French writer. 
There 
is now twice as much alcoholic insanity 
as there was fifteen years aga 
This is 
true of France. 
It is to be hoped it is 
not quite so bad in the United States, 
although we have no statistics to show 
the actual facts. 
This much, however, is as true for the 
United States as for France. 
The most 
desperate criminals, apparently bora so, 
are now boys and young men. 


An astrological prophecy in Al De- 
baran’s Arabic Triangle, for the month 
of March, says, “An afflicting social 
n/vmrifl.1 in exalted circles produces a 
most painful impression in the United 
States of America.” 
Perhaps if the 
prophet had said an Astor-ological pre­ 
diction it would have hit exactly, seeing 
that Mrs. J. Coleman Drayton, whose 
name Mr. J. Coleman Drayton has suc­ 
ceeded in getting into all the newspa­ 
pers, is a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. W il­ 
liam Astor. This is the second atrocious 
■rAnda.I in the very cream of the Four 
Hundred w ithin a month. 
How glad 
the rest of the world ought to be th at it 
is not classed with the Four Hundred. 
Few respectable people could afford to 
have their names mixed up with a 
crowd where there are sudh goings on 
as are chronicled among Mr. W ard Mc­ 
Allister’s Four Hundred. 


Much can be made out of the reciproc­ 
ity treaty with Nicaragua. 
This coun­ 
try is healthier than most of the Central 
American lands, and has resources of 
riches incalculable in wood, in live stock 
and fruit and mines. 
As great fortunes 
can be made there as were got in the old 
time when Spain was squeezing the 
W est Indies, and they can be got hon­ 
orably and with m utual benefit to both 
parties, which was far from being the 
case in the other instance. 


Frederick Erupp, the millionaire Ger­ 
m an cannon m anufacturer, is going to 
exhibit at our W orld’s fair the most 
complete collection of firearms ever got 
together since the invention of gunpow­ 
der, and the show will cost Krupp $250,- 
000.

Many Millioned. 
It has been supposed that W. W. As­ 
tor was the richest man in this country. 
A w riter in the New York Herald, how­ 
ever, puts John D. Rockefeller ahead, 
with a fortune of $125,000,000. 
It may 
be remarked in passing that Mr. Rocke­ 
feller is not only the richest, but judg­ 
ing from his portrait in The Herald, the 
best looking of the great millionaires of 
the American republic. 
The second 
richest man is Astor, with $120,000,000, 
while if Norcross, the dynamite crank, 
had succeeded in his design on Mr. Rus­ 
sell Sage, be would have scattered 
abroad the fragments of tho third rich­ 
est man in the Union and the possessor 
of $90,000,000. 
The last figuring puts the capital in­ 
vested in business in this great and 
growing 
country 
at 
$50,000,000,000. 
There are seventeen persons living in 
New York city whose possessions amount 
to $1,000,000,000, and it may be men­ 
tioned that three-fourths of the richest 
men in tho country live in New York. 
Many made their fortunes in the west, 
however, and went to New York to in­ 
crease and spend them at the same time, 


60 that the great wealth of New York 
represents millions and even billions 
gathered up in the west. 
The richest woman in her own right 
in the country is probably Hetty Green, 
the owner of certainly not less than $40,- 
000,000, made chiefly “by her own exer­ 
tions.” At the rate Hetty is still saving 
her honest pennies, if she lives long 
enough she will yet rank among the 
hundred millionaires. 
It is asserted that there are 70 men 
in our plain and simple republic that 
are worth on an averago $37,500,000 
apiece. 
There are 150 worth over $20,- 
00C.000 each. 
Among owners of the 
cloth mills of New England alone are 
30 men with fortunes of from $5,000,- 
000 to $40,000,000 apiece. 
As to the 
men worth one to three millions, there 
are bo many scattered over the land that 
the number cannot be calculated. 
Yet 
even twenty-five years ago a fortune of a 
million was considered larger than one of 
ten millions is today. Our ideas enlarge 
along with our wealth. A notable point 
is the immense fortunes that belong in 
California. The many millioned men in 
Chicago come next to those of New 
York in number. 
One is surprised 
finally to find how many persons worth 
two millions and over there are in De­ 
troit and in Michigan generally.

It is asserted that every baking pow­ 
der sold in the state of Minnesota, 
with the exception of the “Royal,” 
contains lime, aldm er sulphuric acid 
The official reports likewise show that 
a gross deception is practiced against 
consumers by the false labels placed 
upon some of the inferior brands of 
baking powders. These labels state 
that th# powders do not contain lime, 
alum, etc,, while the Government tests 
show such substances actually present 
in their composition. This is a very 
serious offence, and the prosecuting 
authorities will of course take cogniz­ 
ance of it. 
Meantime, the great army of con­ 
sumers will go along complacently

The population of France has been 
steadily decreasing, or, at least, its 
rate of increase has been steadily di­ 
minishing, and the dwindling process 
has gone on continuously over a longer 
period than is supposed. 
The loss is 
double, for it Is both relative and 
actual. 
In the ten years from 1770 to 
1780, in a population of 1,000 the 
number of children born was 38. 
In 
the following decade it was 32, and 
then it sank to 30, 28, 27, 26, till in 
the decade of 1870 to 1880 it was only 
24. 
Of course there were special 
causes 
of this decline—e. g., the 
Franco-Prus8ian war and the poverty 
which followed the injury to the na­ 
tional < red it. 
But still for a century 
the descent has been constant 
The 
details of the annual increase of popu­ 
lation are in many ways surprising. 
England, which m ight be expected to 
head the list i9 second. 
The German 
population increases at the rate of 14 
to the 1,000; the English at 12; next, 
but at a long interval, is Australia, 
and then follows Italy. 
Hungary and 
Sweden are the same, and last on tho 
list is France.

prominent buyer and shipper of lake 
fish. “Where do the whitefish go? 
It 
isn t a difficult question to answer. 
There is no doubt that tile efforts of 
the commissions in stocking the lake 
with whitefish 
are eminently 
suc­ 
cessful as far as the experiments 
themselves 
are 
concerned. 
The 
young fish thrive and grow even be­ 
yond the expectations of fish cultur- 
ists. But the experiments with white- 
fish are exceptionally tender. They 
hug closely the shores of the lakes, 
unlike most of the fishes of the lakes. 
The water there is shallow and warm. 
This important fact in the nature of 
whitefish w a s known to the native 
fisherman long before the scientists 
began to investigate. These shallow 
readies of the lakes have been for 
years unnumbered, and are still level 
with the trap nets that the observant 
fisherman uses.

why, because lie was so fo nd o f liquo r, 
and th a t was an excellent reco m ­ 
m endatio n in an y lo gging cam p. 
Ho wever, there were tra ditio n s co n­ 
cerning him which I didn’t learn fo r 
several m o nths after my arrival. No ­

THE RESOLUTIONS. 
T h e report o f th e com m ittee on resolu­ 
tions was read by P. J. Sm alley, ch airm an 
o f th e com m ittee, 
it was adopted w ith a

attacked with the scourge died, and 
there was no prospect at all that their 
comrade would immortalize himself by 
dying in the discharge of his dnty.

fellow would have done, they said.

when the word came that Ham ilton had 
died a new face was pat on things, and 
even the newspaper boys stopped their 
chaffing and looked grave. 
He died be­ 
cause of his desire to put his paper first 
among those giving reliable and read­ 
able news of the plague, and it was as

loyalty to the editor in chief, 
Colonel John A Cockerill, as anything 
else that led him to take the risk.

In their enthusiasm for their papers 
they take their lives in their hands in 
m any parts of this Union daily. 
And 
they lose their lives. 
In fire, in ice, in

newspaper reporter has gone out upon 
the unknown.

Now the 
toughs, the gangs, the human 
wild 
beasts that terrorize neighborhoods and 
certain districts in cities are from four­ 
teen years old up to twenty-two. 
The 
boy crim inals committed for bold thefts 
and bloody deeds are notable in prisons 
and 
reformatories. 
They seem born 
m urderers and monsters. 
In the words 
of a youth of seventeen, who tried to 
kill his benefactress in France: “ 1 would 
kill, steal, m urder and do all the harm 1 
can. 
1 have always had a desire to kill 
some one, and it would be a delight to 
me to cut off people's heads.” 
The French writer attributes 
this 
youthful outbreak of crime to inherited 
tendencies derived 
from parents ad­ 
dicted to drunkenness. The actual state 
in which the lower classes of Paris live 
in respect to alcoholism is depicted well 
enongh in Zola’s powerful but unpleas­ 
ant novels. 
Alcoholism develops the 
fiercer passions and appetites in men. 
Confirmed inebriates transm it their in­ 
flamed tempers an l evil {tassions to 
their children, hence the latter are born 
thieves and murderers. 
The temporary 
insanity of drunkenne-s is transm itted 
and made perm anent in the .same way, 
according to the French writer. 
There 
is now* twice as much alcoholic insanity 
as there was fifteen years ago. 
This is 
true of Franco. 
It is to be hoped it is 
not quite so bad in the United States, 
although we have no statistics to show 
the actual facts. 
This much, however, is as true for the 
United States as for France. 
The mo6t 
desperate crim inals, apparently bom so, 
are now boys and young men.

M any M illio n cd . 
It has been supposed that W. W. As­ 
tor was the richest man in this country. 
A w riter in the New York Herald, how­ 
ever, puts John D. Rockefeller ahead, 
w ith a fortune of $125,000,000. 
It may 
be rem arked in passing that Mr. Rocke­ 
feller ia not only the richest, but judg­ 
ing from his portrait in The Herald, the 
best looking of the great millionaires of 
the American republic. 
The second 
richest man is Astor, with $120,000,000, 
while if Norcross, the dynam ite crank, 
had succeeded in his design on Mr. Rus­ 
sell Sage, he would have scattered 
abroad the fragm ents of the third rich­ 
est m an in the Union and the possessor 
of $90,000,000. 
The last figuring puts the capital in­ 
vested in business in this great and 
growing 
country 
at 
$50,000,000,000. 
There are seventeen persons living in 
New York city whose possessions amount 
to $1,000,000,000, and it may be men­ 
tioned th at three-fourths of the richest 
men in the country live in New York. 
Many made their fortunes in the wrest, 
however, and w ent to New York to in­ 
crease and spend them at the same time, 
so that the great wealth of New York 
represents millions and even billions 
gathered up in the west. 
The richest woman in her own right 
in the country is probably H etty Green, 
the owner of certainly not less than $40,- 
000,000, made chiefly “by her own exer­ 
tions.” A t the rate H etty is still saving 
her honest pennies, if she lives long 
enough she will yet rank among the 
hundred millionaires. 
It is asserted that thero are 70 men 
in our plain and simple republic that 
are worth on an averago $37,500,000 
apiece. 
There are 150 worth over $20,- 
000,000 each. 
Among owners of the 
cloth mills of New England alone axe 
30 men w ith fortunes of from $5,000,- 
000 to $40,000,000 apiece. 
As to the 
men w orth one to three millions, there 
are so many scattered over the land that 
the num ber cannot be calculated. 
Yet 
even twenty-five years ago a fortune of a 
million was considered larger than one of 
ten millions is today. Our ideas enlarge 
along with our wealth. A notable point 
is the immense fortunes that belong in 
California. The many millioned men in 
Chicago come next to those of New 
York in number. 
One is surprised 
finally to find how many persons worth 
two millions and over there are in De­ 
troit and in Michigan generally.

Th# health authorities of Minnesota 
are proceeding to enforce the law 
against the alum baking powders sold 
in violation thereof. From the long 
list of such powders published in the 
official reports of the State Food and 
Dairy Commission, it is apparent that 
the officers will be kept pretty busy in 
the future. 
It is asserted that every baking pow­ 
der sold in the state of Minnesota, 
with the exoeptioh of the “Royal,” 
contains lime, aliim or sulphuric acid. 
The official reports likewise show that 
a gross deception is practiced against 
consumers by the false labels placed 
upon some of the inferior brands of 
baking powders. These labels state 
that the powders do not contain lime, 
alum, etc,, while the Government tests 
show such substance* actually present 
in their composition. This is a very 
serious offence, and the prosecuting 
authorities will of course take cogniz­ 
ance of it. 
Meantime, the great army of con­ 
sumers will go along complacently

TAKES IT COOLLY 


Deeming Laughs During the in­ 
vestigation of liis Latest 
Murder. 


Plans for Another Matrimonial 
Venture Frustrated by 
His Arrest. 


M elbourne, April 0.—An inquest was 
begun to-duy regarding the death of Mrs. 
Deeming, formerly Miss Mather, the wife 
whom the Rainfall murderer, F. 15. Deem­ 
ing, killed at Windsor near this city and 
buried under the cement beneath the fire­ 
place, as he had buried ids victims at Rain- 
hill. 
The court room in which the inquest was 
held was strongly 
cuarded 
by police. 
Deeming was present and thow e I indiffer­ 
ence to the procee lings, sometime* lau th­ 
ing loudly at the statements made. 
The 
testimony of the owner of the house in 
which the murder was comm itted showed 
that Deeming gave the name of Drott in 
when he hired it. 
The owner identified 
Deeming. 
Other witnes*e* also identified 
Deeming. 
A Mr. Hirschficld. a w.tnes* 
who went to Perth to identify Deeming 
after his arre.it, told of a number of remarks 
made by the prisoner, showing his knowl­ 
edge ot the murder. 
To place the 
question 
o ' Deeming’a 
identification beyond doubt he was placed in 
the court yard of the jail with twenty other 
l>ersons. 
Here he was seen and identified 
by fifty -two |>ersons who had known him 
under fifteen aliases. 
Jt is quite evident 
that Deeming believes the game has cr.ded 
for him, and a close watch is kept upon 
him to prevent him irom killing himself as 
it is believed he would do it lie had the 
least chance.

Fairchild, W. A. Somers, 
David Day and E. J. Hodgson. 
The report 
read as follows: 
Ou the 2d day of I*ecemb**r last this cham ber 
adopted resolution* requesting the M innesota 
s e n a t e r* ui d our representative in congress to 
use their effort* for an appropriation tor a 
thorough survey to determ ine what, il any, 
practitable line 
for a canal, with capacity 
for barges and vessels th at could navigate the 
lakes, exists to uuite Lake Superior with the 
Mississippi river at the Twin titles 
As reason* 
for such a survey the following lact* may be 
stated: 
In 1875 the legislature of M innesota appro­ 
priated $.4,000 for a survey for a canal to con­ 
nect Lake Superior with the St. Croix river, and 
Messrs. L. K. Stm inard ot 'laylor's Kails aud 
It. It. Davis of Stillwater, as com m issioners, the 
sam e year, with their assistant*, m ade a partial 
survey of several routes. 
Tiirir report was 
transm itted to the leg.slnture by Oov. C. K. 
Davit* and was printed. 
Their report did not 
determ ine which route wa* the m ost practica­ 
ble. but gives the im pression that several routes 
are practicable. 
If a canal between Lake Su­ 
perior and the St. Croix should prove practica­ 
ble It is suppoi-ed th at the latier river to its 
m outh ai d the Mississippi thence to the Twin 
Cities would be im proved to the sam e capacity 
us the canal. 
A canal thu* uniting our greatest 
lake system with ourgreatest river system would 
he em phatically a national im provem ent, and 
ought to be undertaken by congress rather than 
by any separate state. 
I luring the ►eason of 1891 the rate of trans­ 
portation of hard coai by railroad from Buffalo 
to Chicago was $ 1.78 per ton, and from Chicago 
to Sc. Paul und M iuneaoolis, $2.50 per ton; to­ 
tal, $1 28. 
By water the rate from Buffalo to 
Duluth was 40 cent* per ton: doc kage ut Du­ 
luth, GO cents per ton. and from Duluth to f-t.

A THROUGH WATER ROUTE 
to the tw o cities m entioned, tiiey would save a 
million dollars a year in freight charges on the 
single item of coal. 
The Miami canal from Toledo to Cincinnati 
is. with its feeders, 282 milea long, and, like 
m any other c a D a l s in our country, has proved 
of immeuse benefit iu regulating and cheapen­ 
ing transportation. 
One of its incidental t>ene- 
f its is tb a t the water power furnished bv its 
locks has developed manufacturing industry In 
em ploying a capital of over *30,000,000. 
Ohio 
has eighty-eight counties, yet the twenty-seven 
counties crossed by the canal com prise more 
than half the wealth of the state. 
It is som e­ 
tim es suggested th n t railroad com panies would 
he likely to oppose this canal protect, but such 
a view is very short sighted, because the in­ 
creased manufacturing and iudustrial develop­ 
m ent which the canal would produce would 
vastly increase railroad earniugs. 
So, also, it 
is som etim es said th a t the lake cities, Duluth 
aud Superior, would be jealous of such a canal. 
T hat also is absurd. 
The great citv of Liver­ 
pool does not object to the canals which extend 
from her harbor to the interior cities. 
On the 
contrary these canals have greatly increased 
her trade and wealth. 
W itness, for exam ple, 
the celebrated Liverpool and Leeds canal which 
has made the latier interior city a phenomenon 
of m anufactures, and which, by the way, has 
an elevation above the harbor of Liverpool o! 
438 feet or about as much as can be expected 
on thercanal proposed. These and m any other 
fact* and reasons justify this com m unity in de­ 
manding t tie above mentioned survey; and it is 
desirable th at our senators and representatives 
iu congress be impressed wltn the deep interest 
felt here in the subject.

AN ISO LA T ED 
RACE. 


D w e l l e r s In t h e A r c t l c - - T h e P e o p l e 
of U p p e r G r e e n l a n d , 
In 1813 Fir John R o s h discovered 
an isolated race of human beings 
numbering about two hundred souls, 
living 011 the inhospitable shores of 
North Greenland, «ays a writer in 
Scribner’s Magazine. To that com­ 
munity he gave the romantic name of 
“Arctic Highlanders,” a name which 
unfortunately is misleading, for they 
are littoral people and cannot inhab­ 
it arctic highlands, as it is an ever­ 
lasting iue cap, and moreover they 
will not even visit it, for this inland 
ice is to them a region of terror; a 
land where abide their demons and 
evil spirits. 
At the present day they number, as 
near as can be estimated, about the 
same as when the knowledge of them 
came to theciviiized world; nor have 
they increased their territory, but 
live on the narrow strip of mount­ 
ainous coast, which is left bare during 
the summer months by the retreat of 
the winter snows. They could not 
f»e more cut off from other human be­ 
ings did they live on some small 
oceanic island. 
Practically they do 
live on an island, for they are sur­ 
rounded by water; by great expanses 
of solid water; for they never pass the 
oe barrier of the great Humboldt 
Glacier, with its sea face of sixty 
miles; they never ascend to the sum­ 
mer foot of the “iceblink,” some two 
thousand feet above sea level, nor 
attempt to wan ler south over the 
vast ice-floes of Melville Bay. one 
hundred miles in extent. A? 79 deg.' 
north latitude, 
near the southern 
edge of the Humboldt Glacier, is a 
collection of huts known as Etah, 
their most northern settlement, while 
at Cape York, in lattitude 75 deg, 55 
min. north probably their encamp­ 
ment, is their southern limit, and 
which, as near as we could determine 
by the sign language, they call Pitan- 
ito. Their country may l»e said to 
l»e about one hundred and eighty-five 
miles long and from three to five miles 
in breadth.

“Year after year, and for 
many 
years, the fish commission of all the 
states bordering on the great lakes 
have freely stocked these waters with 
whitefish, and yet year by year the 
catch of whitefish diminishes,” said a 
prominent buyer and shipper of lake 
fi*h. “Where do the whitefish go? 
It 
isn’t a difficult question to answer. 
There is no doubt that tiie efforts of 
the commissions in stocking the lake 
with whitefish 
are eminently 
suc­ 
cessful as far as tiie experiments 
themselves 
are 
concerned. 
The 
young fish thrive and grow even be­ 
yond the expectations of fish cultur- 
ists. But the experiments with white- 
fish are exceptionally tender. They 
hug closely the shores of the lakes, 
unlike most of the fishes of the lakes. 
The water there is shallow and warm. 
This important fact m the nature of 
whitefish was known to the native 
fisherman long before the scientists 
began to investigate. These shallow 
reaches of the lakes have been for 
years unnumbered, and are still level 
with the trap nets that the observant 
fisherman uses. These nets, like the 
eel weirs of the rivers, are no respect­ 
ers of fish as to size, and the half* 
grown white-fish are caught by them 
in as great numbers as the full-grown 
fish are. 
“The half-grown whitefish are not 
marketable, but that does not deter 
the fisherman in taking them. They

JIM FORD'S HEARTHSTONE, 


Jim F ord lived on tho north fork 
of the W alhalla river when I w as in 
Sonom a cou n ty, and 
his neighbor 
w as old G ilbert M arsall from 
the 
north of Ireland. 
T he L ow ry ranch, 
which w as m y stopping-place, crow ned 
the to p of a big m oun tain th a t looked 
ou t on the ocean and its dense fogs of 
sunlit blue, and between Jim F o rd ’s 
place and the Low ry ranch there w as 
an air-line d istance of a m ile.

“Oh, lie’s been hero m ore’n th a t,” 
put in Bob L ow ry. “ W hy, th at old nig­ 
ger over across in L ituhell’s sa y s he re­ 
m em bers him w ay back in th e fifties.” 
“ W hat did lie ever kill?" 
I asked, 
filling a pipe. 
“ I never knowed him to kill a n y ­ 
thing Yept hog a n ’ deer m ea t,” 
re­ 
sponded Bill H am , handing me a fire­ 
brand for a light. 
Every one in the little, sm ok y, dirr.- 
!it room turned tow ard L ow ry, and 
there w as a silence for several m o­ 
m ents, while we all puffed a t the pipes 
and knew’ w h at w as comir^j.

abandoned because he couldn’t hold 
his claim . 
Jim F ord and Tem ple 
said th a t w as ajl right, but th a t I’d 
b etter go tw o m iles to m y place ar.d 
get som e hog m eat and coffee, so we 
w ouldn’t go hungry. 
“ I set off in the rain and left F ord 
and Tem ple with the m ules and the 
tw o horses dragging up the m illstone 
over the trail. 
“ W hen I tried to cross the W alhal­ 
la I found th e rain had risen it in tw o 
hours so th a t I had to wade through 
w aist 
deep. 
I 
clim bed up to m y 
cabin through the w oods as quick a s ! 
could and got a lantern so I could go 
back in the 
dark. 
It w as a wet 
stum ble dow n the m ountain, and a s I 
w as trying to grope through the dead 
logs and dripping brush I had tw o or 
three 
falls, 
but 
a t 
la st 
I g et 
to 
the 
roaring 
creek 
a n d 
saw 
I’d 
h ave 
to 
swim , 
and, 
w ith bad chances to cross, I decided 
I ’d better w ait till daylight, because 


whatever you can say it an’t safe to 
cross a m oun tain creek in th e dark. 
I crawled back to m y cabin and w ait­ 
ed till the m orning w as gray. 
The 
rain w as still pouring dow n b u t th e 
light w as all I w anted. 
I got dow n to 
the creek and sw am across after being 
roiled for forty rods. 
1 clim bed up 
the side hill over the dead trees and 
through th e brush till I reached the 
shake cabin, where I’d left the tw o 
w ith the m illstone.

“Coining to m yself I realized who 
w as ou tsid e and let him in. 
“ ‘B ob L ow ry!” he says, as I blew 
on the back log to get up a blaze,

across this gulch!’

The report of the committee on resolu­ 
tions was read by I*. J. Smalley, chairman 
of the committee, 
it was adopted with a 
rush and without a protest, after which tho 
convention 
adjourned. 
The resolutions 
were a*> follows: 
T h at the Democratic party of Minnesota once 
more dedicates 11 a first and best energies to tlie 
accomplishment of a siugle end—the complete, 
but tlie intelligent and gradual reform of a sys­ 
tem of tariff duties which is both corruptiug aud 
unjust.

age act. 
We condemn th a t act as an attem pt 
to distract the friends of honest hi-metalism, 
and denounce it as calculated to debase our 
currency, contract the circulating medium and 
wreck the confidence and safety ot the business 
world.

bark liquors in ab out six weeks. They 
are considerably used for saddle seats, 
horse collars and other harness leath ­ 
ers.

The object of the Canadians is two-fold, 
viz: to induce as many settlors as possible 
to leave American territory, and by circu­ 
lating reports that farmers are emigrating 
from our states into the British Northwest, 
to lead outsiders astray as to (he true merits 
of what are unquestionably tlie most Hour 
ishingstates in th© Northwest. 
The unexampled prosperity of Minnesota 
and North Dakota is shown by their rapid 
increase in population and wealth. The mar- 
velousagr cultural productiveness©! thetwo 
States uplift them bevoud all conqiarison. In 
w heat alone they lead every other state; 
their combined output in lsltl being about 
one-fourth of the entire crop in tlie United 
States. 
Not only do they outrank every 
other state in the union in the quantity an- 
niia’ly produce*!, but tlie grain is unexcell­ 
ed in quality, ami commands the top price 
iu tlie markets of America and Europe. 
It would indeed be a veritable El Dorado 
if every individual setilcr was alike pros­ 
perous. 
It can be averred, however, with­ 
out iear of contradiction, that as a rule all 
settlers iu Minnesota ami North Dakota, 
who have disjjayed ordinary intelligence 
in selecting land, and in the management 
thereof have been successful beyond their 
most sanguine anticipations. 
A few have 
undertaken too much 
without 
capital. 
Home have selected and eropi>ed land bet­ 
ter adapted lor grazing than lor tilth; hut

have recently sold their improvements and 
stUck, and finding themselves possessed of 
considerable ready money, may be attract­ 
ed by the glowing accounts of cheap laiids 
so insidiously circulated by the agent* of 
“John Bull.” To alt such thew 
WOKOS OV W MINING 
are especially addressed. 
Long before Minnesota, or the Dakota*, 
were organized even as *-eparate territories, 
several unsuccessful attempts were made by 
Great Britain to establish agricultural set­ 
tlements in the region North ot the United 
Stales boundary line, lirst styled “ Ruperts 
14iiid,” afterwards “The Selkirk 
Settle­ 
m ent,’ ami latterly “ Manitoba.” The early 
colonists entered tlie country by way of 
Hudson’s Bay. 
Every Mich attempt proved 
disastrous to the settler*, who had then, as 
now, to contend agaln-t long winters, short 
hummers and early .rosts, which destroyed 
the grain and other farm products. 
These 
early settlers in the Manitoba country, 
faced all the hardships of a rigorou- cli­ 
mate, ami lor years manfully struggled 
against the natural difficulties imposed 
by the climate, 
which at last they found 
were insurmountable, 
and 
abandoning 
their homesteads, ami bidding larewell to 
the Bells of St. Boniface, and leaving the 
graves o f departed dear ones in the dreary 
Northland, wended their weary pilgrimage 
Booth war*! to a more congenial clim ate.’ 
Some of these ex[»atriated Britons settled 
in the neighborhood of Grand 
F o r k s , 
North Dakota, and Brainerd. Minnesota, 
forming the nucleus of w hat afterwards l*e- 
caine flourishing settlements. 
W ithin the 
last eight years bistory has repeated itself 
in this re-pect on a much larger scale: 
thousands of-ettlcrs in Manitoba and the 
Brit sli Northwe-t, haying been literally 
frozen out o f the country, seeking “tresli 
liehls and i*a*tureH new,” and realizing all 
they desired on the sunny plains of North 
Dakota, and among the i’ark Openings ami 
fich valleys of Minnesota. 
A reference to the proceedings of the

have been verihed, became a much larger 
number of larmers, (as shown by theitnm i- 
rrration statistics in the offkial department 
at Ottawa, Canada.) have emigrated to 
Manitoba within the period named. 
Ac­ 
cording to tlie statistics referred to, the 
British Northwest should now have a pop­ 
ulation of over f»00,000, without estimating 
the natural increase. 
A |s>pulation of considerably less than 
200,(JU0, alt told—white, bla* k ami red, in the 
of Her Britanic Majesty North 
oi the 4‘.uh parrallel of latitude, or aliout 
the number o f Inhabitants in either one o 
the twin cities of tiie flourishing state oi 
Minnesota, and an annual average Hiij*- 
ment of less than ten m illion hu-hel* of 
wheat during tlie last five years, the bulk 
ot it of inferior quality. m akea*ad com ­ 
mentary on the prognostications of British 
ami Uanadian statesmen, and shouif} be a 
standing rebuke to certain American offici­
